MINUTES OF A MEETING OF , ROYC E 

THE UNIVERSITY SENATE 

Hay 12, l?6l 


A meeting of the University Senate was held at 2 p.m., Friday, May 12, 
l?6l, President Carroll presiding. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read and approved. Following 
the reading of the minutes, discussion ensued as to how time might be saved 
at meetings if a precis of the minutes of the previous meeting could be 
submitted to the members of the Senate. After general discussion, it was 
decided that such a precis be circulated with the notation that official 
minutes have not yet been approved by the Senate. 

President Carroll then announced that the Board of Trustees had approved 
■the merger of the Junior College and the Columbian College effective Septemberl, 
1961 and that the Columbian College would be renamed the Columbian College of 
Arts and Sciences. He further announced the appointment of Dean Koehl of the 
Junior College as Associate Dean of the Columbian College of Arts and Sciences.. 

President Carroll then announced that the Board of Trustees approved 
the Columbian Women's recommendation that the Alumni Scholarships henceforth 
be made available to women as well as men students. 

The President also announced that he had invited Dr. James E. Webb, Director 
of N.A.S.A. and an alumnus of George Washington University, to be the principal 
speaker at the June 1961 commencement exercises. • 

The report on the results of the elections in the various schools of members 
of the University Senate to serve terms beginning May 15, 1961 was then presented 
for the information of the Senate ' (See attachment #l) by Mr. Tupper. He 
announced the names oiNthe following persons to be members of the nominating 
committee for the presentation of names for election to* the Executive Committee 
of the Senate for the term beginning May 15, 1961: Mr. Kennedy, Chairman, Mr. 
Weaver, Mr. Reesing, Mr. McCauley and Mr, Kaye,. 

Mr. Tupper then announced that a meeting had been held with the Student 
Council officers, but that no report was ready *for a variety of reasons. The 
Student Council officers are expected to present' a 'report to the office of the 
Registrar after the year-end examination period. 

The second item on‘ the agenda, the Commencement was then discussed. Mr. 
Tupper announced that the changes suggested had grown out of the meeting of 
Dr. Calabrisi and the Executive Committee of the Senate .with selected members 
of the Student Council. 

It was suggested that the "Charge" be replaced by an informal statement 
by the president to the graduating classes and that the main address be given 
by a guest speaker. 

After general discussion on the manner of presenting the graduates, the 
following was tentatively recommended for the June 1961 commencement: 

1. Junior College stand up as a group - when presented. 

2. All .doctoral candidates (except candidates for the M.D., and J.D.) 
come forward to be hooded. 

All others stand up as names are called but not come forward. 


3. 
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The questions of the mailing of diplomas to the students and the selection 
of a student speaker at the Commencement were held over for discussion prior 
to next year's commencement. 

The third item bn the agenda - The addition of the Dean of the Division 
of Special Students, the Dean of the University Division and the University 
Marshal to the Senate ex officiis was then discussed. Mr. Tupper announced . 
that such additions would involve an amendment to the Senate constitution and 
would require a two-thirds vote of those present in the Faculty Assembly or 
a me jority of the entire Assembly, whichever is less. Motion was then made, 
seconded and carried thatuhi s amendment, including also the Dean of Sponsored 
Research, be so proposed at the next meeting of the Faculty Assembly. 

The fourth item on the agenda - Smoking in Classrooms - was then discussed. 
Motion was made, seconded, and carried that in the Fall semester 1961 smoking 
be prohibited in regular classrooms but permitted at the discretion of parti- 
cipants in small seminars, especially those that run beyond one class hour. 

Committee reports were then called for by Dr. Tupper. Chairman Willson 
of the Student Relations Committee presented his Preliminary Report on Student 
Relations. It was accepted as presented. He then gave the Committee's 
report on Student Counseling. After general discussion concerning the improve- 
ment of Faculty-Student relations, it was moved, seconded and carried to recommend 
that, beginning in the Fall semester 1961, the program as outlined (see arabic 
l-li) in the report be put into effect. ' •' 

Chairman Willson then presented the committee's proposed regulations 
regarding Academic Dishonesty. (See report attached #2). General discussion 
followed. On motion, seconded and unanimously approved the regulations as set 
forth in paragraph #3 of the proposal were adopted. 

The meeting adjourned at £:09 p.m. to reconvene at 2 p.m.. May 16, 1961.

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A RESOLUTION TO ESTABLISH A PERMANENT JOINT COMMITTEE 
OF THE UNIVERSITY SENATE AND THE STUDENT ASSEMBLY 

(69/6) 

WHEREAS, the President of the University often seeks the advice of 
both the University Senate and the Student Assembly on 
matters relating to both faculty and students; and 

WHEREAS, a recognized need exists for the creation of a joint instrument 
of these two policy -formulating bodies; and 

WHEREAS, that need has been explicitly recognized by the separate 
approval which the University Senate and the Student 
Assembly have given to variant forms of the Joint 
Committee resolution over the past two years; 

BE IT RE S OLVED BY THE UNI VE RSITY SENATE OF THE GEORGE 

WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY : ~ ' : 

That after approval by the President of the University and 
by the University Senate and by the Student Assembly, a 
Joint Committee of the University Senate and the Student 
Assembly shall be established in accordance with the 
following procedures: 

1. The Student Life Committee be abolished. 

2. The responsibilities and purposes of the Senate 
Standing Committee on Student Relationships shall be 
officially delegated to the Joint Committee of the 
University Senate and the Student Assembly; and that 
the Standing Committee on Student Relationships be 
abolished. 

In addition to other functions, as specified below, 
and notwithstanding any provision of Section 7 of this 
resolution, this Joint Committee shall serve both the 
University Senate and the Student Assembly by studying 
any matters or resolutions referred to it by either the 
Senate or the Assembly. With respect to such matters 
or resolutions it shall make recommendations to, and 
report to the Senate in accordance with the relevant 
provisions of the Faculty Organization Plan and the 
bylaws of the University Senate, and it shall make 
recommendations to, and report to the Student Assembly 
in accordance with the relevant provisions of the 
Constitution and bylaws of the Student Assembly. 


3. The University Senate and the Student Assembly shall 
initiate the necessary implementing alterations of the 
Faculty Organization Plan and the Articles of Student 
Government, respectively, in matters regarding the 
structure and powers of the committee. No alteration 

in the committee structure or powers shall be made for 
a period of one year from the time that the Joint Committee 
becomes effectively established, except with concurrence 
of both the Student Assembly and the 'University Senate, and 
unless either of these bodies ceases to exist. During the 
year beginning with the effective establishment of the 
Joint Committee, its operations shall be reviewed and the 
University Senate, the Student Assembly, or both may 
propose 

a) extension of the structure and powers then in effect, 

b) continuation of the Joint Committee with modified structure 
and/or powers, 

c) abolition of the Joint Committee. 

In case agreement is not reached before the end of this year 
period on extending the existence of the Joint Committee, 
the Joint Committee shall cease to exist. 

4. The Joint Committee shall be constituted as follows, 
and its members shall have a term of office of one year 
beginning May 1 of each _year. Seven of its members shall 
be members of the faculty, at least one of whom shall be 
a member of the University Senate. These seven faculty 
members shall be nominated by the Executive Committee of 
the University Senate and elected by the Senate. Seven 
members of the Joint Committee shall be students, of whom 
three shall be graduate students and one of whom shall be a 
member of the Student Assembly. These seven student 
members shall be elected by the Assembly. No more than 
three faculty or student members, respectively, shall be 
elected from any one school or college. There shall be 

ex officio nonvoting members of the Joint Committee as 
the President of the University shall appoint.

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5. The Joint Committee shall have a student co-chairman 
and a faculty co-chairman; the latter shall be an elected 
/member of the University Senate. Election of the co- 

' chairman shall be by secret ballot of the Committee. The 
I Joint Committee shall determine by majority vote the 
ordering of its procedures . 

6. The general charge to the committee shall be that it: 

a. Facilitate all efforts to improve student -faculty 
relations; 

b. Encourage student recommendations in all areas of 
Senate policy-formulation which affect student life; 

c. Recommend changes in "The Rules and Regulations 
Governing the Conduct of Student Life. " 

7. The Committee shall exercise specific advisory powers: 

a. In matters which the committee may decide are of 
import to the entire University Community, it shall 
make its recommendations in the form of resolutions 
conveyed to the Senate, the Student Assembly, and the 
President: 

(1) at the request of the Senate or its Executive 
Committee; 

(2) at the request of the Student Assembly or its 
Executive Committee; 

O at the request of the President, the Vice President 
for Student Affairs or the Vice President for 
Academic Affairs; 

(4) at the request of any registered extracurricular 
student organization; 

O on its own initiative. 

b. In matters which the Committee may decide are of 
import only to the Student body, it shall render advice 

to the Student Assembly or to any appropriate registered 
extracurricular student organization, or to the President 
or to the Vice President for Student Affairs, 
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(1) at the request of the Student Assembly; 

(2) at the request of any registered extracurricular 
student organization; 

(3) at the request of the President or Vice President 
for Student Affairs or; 

(4) on its own initiative. 

8. The Joint Committee of the University Senate and the 
Student Assembly may establish special or standing sub- 
committees. The membership of such sub -committees may 
include students and members of the faculty who are not 
members of the Joint Committee, but at least one member of 
any sub -committee shall be a student member of the Joint 
Committee and at least one member of each sub -committee 
shall be a faculty member of the Joint Committee. 

The responsibilities of sub -committees shall be such 
as are assigned by the Joint Committee. 

9. After approval by the President of the University, the 
University Senate, and the Student Assembly, necessary 
amendments of the Faculty Organization Plan and the Articles 

'• of Student Government shall be enacted by the processes 

prescribed for making such amendments. The Joint Committee 
shall be constituted immediately after such approval.

A RESOLUTION DEFINING UNIVERSITY 
OBJECTIVES WITH PARTICULAR RESPECT 
TO SPONSORED RESEARCH AND COMMUNITY 
SERVICE (69/3) 


Whereas , 

there is a contemporary expectation that universities should become 
increasingly involved in solving many of the nation's social, economic, 
and political problems; and 

Whereas 

reason suggests that every university should respond to this expectation 
by consulting its own aims and capabilities. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY: 

that the following statement of University objectives serve to guide 
the faculties and the administrators of the University in defining its 
role as a private institution of higher learning: 

Education is the purpose to which the objectives and activities of this 
University must be directed. To that end its programs, projects, and 
curricula must meet tests of educational worth as determined by the 
faculties, with full regard for changing circumstances and the perceived 
desires and interests of the students. The University should consciously 
reject any commitment which, in its. judgment , would dilute its central 
educational purpose, compromise its financial stability, or defeat the 
purpose of its Congressional Charter, which is, that it become a national 
institution of learning. 

Sponsored research and community service projects, challenging though they 
may be, pose a significant threat to the University's central educational 
purpose. Among the dangers are the possibility of irrelevant commitment 
or over-commitment in these directions. To avoid these dangers, the 
University Senate recommends the following guidelines. 

Research projects and service commitments to the community should complement 
the educational endeavors of faculty or students. New projects should be 
assessed by the faculties for their potential contribution to these endeavors 
Existing projects involving a significant commitment of University 
resources should be re-examined in accordance with the foregoing standard to 
determine whether they should be continued, whether an effort should be made 
to link them more closely to the University's educational purpose, or whether 
they should be terminated. 

These guidelines are not intended to restrict the University's responses 
to challenges of the future. Their intent is to give appropriate emphasis 
to this University's commitment to the well-established principles of higher 
learning .

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A RESOLUTION TO ENABLE THE CREATION 
OF A STUDENT COURT TO HEAR BREACHES 
OF THE UNIVERSITY PEACE (69/2) 


Whereas (a) recent events have demonstrated the immediate need for a Univer- 
sity judiciary to hear accused students and to punish students 
found hereafter to have breached University rules for maintaining 
the peace of the campus, and / 

Whereas (b) in the words of the University Charter of 1821, "The Faculty 
. . .shall have the power of enforcing the rules and regulations 
adopted by the trustees for the government of the pupils, by reward- 
ing or censuring them, and, finally, by suspending such of them as, 
after repeated admonitions, shall continue disobedient and refractory, 
until a determination of a quorum of the trustees can be had," and 

Whereas (c) on the advice of University counsel, the Faculty can delegate 
the first hearing of student discipline cases to a student court, 
and the University Senate can so delegate on behalf of the Faculty, 
and 

Whereas (d) students should participate in disciplinary decisions affecting 

students, and the Student Assembly has passed a resolution asking for 
such a delegation, and 

». 

Whereas (e) the provision of appeals to the University Hearing Committee on 
Student Affairs, which contains equal numbers of faculty and stud- 
ent members, would in the opinion of University counsel comply with 
the requirement of Faculty enforcement set forth in the University 
Charter, therefore 

Be It Resolved by The University Senate of The George Washington University : 

1 1. Effective with the passage of this Resolution, the University 

Senate on behalf of the Faculty delegates the initial adjudication of 
charges that students have hereafter violated rules of the University 
intended to keep the peace of the University to a student co^irt to be 
composed as follows; 

(a) The President of the Student Assembly, with the approval 

of the Student Assembly, shall present five student nominees with 
credentials, and the President of the University may appoint 
them to serve on the student court. Should any nominees be re- 
jected by the President of the University, they shall be replaced 
by other nominees. 

(b) The President of the University shall appoint a member of 
the faculty of the National Law Center as law advisor without 
vote, and the law advisor's function shall be to sit with and 
advise the student court on creating its rules of procedure and 
on the fairness of its proceedings. 

(c) The student court shall have power to recommend to the Board 
of Trustees any limitation of the student's status within the Uni- 

> versity up to and including indefinite suspension. Decisions of 

the student court need not be unanimous. Its actions shall be 
based upon a majority vote of the full court. Three members 
voting .the ' Same way shall constitute a decision.

(d) Members of the student court shall take the following oath 


Resolution 69/2 
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of office to be administered ' on behalf of the Faculty by the 

President of the University: 

While I hold this office I shall seek diligently to 
protect the rights and welfare of all members of the 
University and to enforce the rules and regulations 
of the University. I shall make findings and judg- 
ments not biased by the fact that the defendants will 
be students or student organizations and that I am a 
student. 

2. The decision of the student court to discipline or not to 
discipline a student will not operate to insulate the student from pro- 
ceedings by the University or individuals or governments for injury to 
persons, damage to property, or violation of criminal law - . 

3. An accused student shall be given the option of having the 
charges against him heard either by the student court or by the office of 
the Vice President for Student Affairs, and if the accused student fails, 
within a reasonable time before the charges are to be heard, to announce’ 
his choice under this option, the charges shall be heard by the office of 
the Vice President for Student Affairs. 

4. Both the University and the student may appeal errors in the 
proceedings and the decision, either in the student court or in the 
office of the Vice President for Student Affairs, to the University Hear- 
ing Committee on Student Affairs, and thereafter they both may appeal to 
the Board of Trustees. 

5. Because of the present deliberations of the President's ad hoc 
Committee on the University Judicial System, which are intended to present 
the Senate with proposals that overlap this Resolution, this Resolution 
will expire on June 30, 1970, unless it is sooner repealed, amended, or 
extended .

That the University follow the NCAA ruling on institutional 
aid (Article 3, Section 1 of the NCAA Constitution, exclud- 
ing the exemplary paragraph), with the provision, however, 
that the reference to "the regular disciplinary and/or 
scholarship awards authorities of the institution" shall 
be construed as the University Senate Committee on Scholar- 
ship, and with the provision that if the grant-in-aid of a 
student athlete is revoked by the University Senate Commi- 
ttee on Scholarship after a hearing, the student athlete 
has the right to an appeal before the University Hearing 
Committee on Student Affairs.

A RESOLUTION CONCERNING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
A UNIVERSITY ENVIRONMENTAL/ECOLOGICAL PROGRAM (69/17) 


WHEREAS, problems of maintaining the quality of the environment and protecting 
our ecology have become a major public concern, a concern shared by 
many students and Faculty members; and 


WHEREAS, the University, by reason of its location, resources, and existing 
programs has the capability to make a substantial contribution both 
in the resolution of problems and in the education of students for 
coping with the problems; and 

WHEREAS, both the importance and the multidisciplinary nature of the problems 
make it desirable that the University establish a cohesive, unified, 
coordinated program in this area instead of allowing individual 
schools and departments to establish programs or courses on a 
fragmentary, insular basis; therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE UNIVERSITY SENATE OF THE GEORGE WASHINGTON 

UNIVERSITY: 


That the Vice President for Academic Affairs and the Vice President 
for Advanced Policy Studies be urged to convene a meeting of the Deans and Chairmen 
(or their designated representatives) both of schools and departments which already 
offer programs or courses relating to environmental/ecological problems and also 
of schools and departments which may have a potential interest in such programs, to 

(1) inventory the courses and programs relating to this area that 
are already in existence in the various schools and departments; 

(2) consider what new courses or programs might be initiated to 
create a comprehensive University -wide program in this area; 

(3) consider procedures to facilitate the availability of all such 
courses and programs to qualified students in any component 
of the University; 

(4) consider what forms of interdisciplinary cooperation would be 
desirable or feasible to enhance the teaching and research 
functions of the University in this area; and 

(5) consider possible sources of funding.

already making. It will do so because of the essential character of the problem 
itself. The most important single principle that our consultants have enabled 
us to perceive is that the environmental /ecological problem is interdisciplinary 
by its very nature. The problem can be solved only through the integrated 
contributions of scholars from a wide range of disciplines. 

We therefore conclude that there would be great merit in at least 
considering the feasibility of establishing a single, coordinated University - 
wide program on Environmental/Ecological Problems which would draw on the 
resources of all relevant schools and departments and which would be available 
to all qualified students in whichever school or department they might be resident. 
Such a prograrh could be either modest or ambitious. A modest program would 
merely provide a vehicle for facilitating the cross-disciplinary availability of 
courses. A more ambitious program might involve preparation of interdisciplinary 
teaching materials and, perhaps, joint interdisciplinary instruction.
